Never any Squadron ſorely flood more in need of a Place 
of Refreſhment. He bore away, therefore, for the Iſland of 
Fuan Fernandez, in the Latitude of between thirty-four and 
thirty- fue Degrees South.

clapped. Maſter Richard Malter, Parſon of the Centurion, a 
Man of Mirth as well as Merit, and who upon occaſion could 
play as well as preach, whipped out of his  Side-pocket a 


German Flute, an Inſtrument never heard in FxIvoLandD 


before, and applicd it to his Mouth ; ; upon which the Sailors 
and the Admiral himſelf (who ever did the very Thing he 
ought) began a HoRXPIP E, which threw all the faſhionable 
Dances in WiTsBURGH into Oblivion for a Month. If 
this gallant City, like the Egyptian Trzzes, had been adorn- 


ed with an hundred Gates, they had been all thrown open at 


once. The Guards at the Barrier, however ſtopped their 
joyous Entry for a few Minutes, in order to ſearch the Stran- 


gers, and preyent their carrying any thing in without paying 


the proper Duty. The ſole Stroke of their Authority lighte 
on this Occaſion upon the Admirals Pocket-caſe of Mathe-

To content the Humour of the Nation, 
they have exauſted their Sill in Precious 7 rifles, in a Hun- 
dred little paltry Pieces of Furniture, and in a Thouſand | 
worthleſs Gimcracks, that are the Wear of a Day. Their 
Manufafurts ſupply them with a kind of Aimſey Rags, that 


are wore-out as ſoon as they are put on. An honeſt Wort- 


man who would furniſh them with "our oe 8240 might 


ftarve for his Pains. 
There are likewiſe very few Cities in which the finer Arts 
| have been carried to ſo great a Height, but where they are 


now become rather Pretty than Noble in Painting for in- 
| ſtance, they neglect Force and Expreſſion, for the ſake of 
beautiful Colouring. Above all they are delighted with thoſe - 


exquiſite Pieces of Miniature, with which they decorate 
the moſt charming little Boxes in the whole World. Thoſe 


high finiſhed Pieces, which their Pencils formerly produced, 


are gradually carried away by a neighbouring Nation, whoſe 
Eyes are not yet taken with the new faſhioned Graces. As 


to their Poetry, the Enthufi aſm of their Tragedies, is no 


longer calculated to excite Terror and Pity, or to inſpire 
thoſe Savage Virtues, to which Societies have owed their 
Preſervation. No, no, their Tragic Muſe is a Coquet, who 
pleaſes herſelf with the Luſtre of her fene Robes, and is proud 
of the Gallantry of her Expreſſions; if ſhe is troubled, it is 
becauſe ſhe takes a Pleaſure in being in the Yapours, and ſhe 
IWeeps that ſhe may Laugh. Their Eloquence is not the boi- 
ſterous Torrent that bears down all before it, but a fine 


Silver Stream, that runs murmuring through the Flowers.
